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1>REFACE. 

It was Mr. Ward's intention to prepare a series of three spellers to sup- 
plement his readers. After his death it was found that tlie first book was 
practically completed, that the material for the other two books had been 
gathered together, and that full and definite directions had been written out 
for the preparation of exercises for the second and third books. It is a 
matter of congratulation that it has proved possible to arrange for the com- 
pletion of Mr. Ward's work by one who enjoyed his confidence to an unusual 
degree, and whom he had himself selected as a collaborator in the work. 

This first book of the series fully illustrates what Mr. Ward called " the 
rational method in spelling," a combination of the sentence method and the 
series method. By means of the sentence method, the form of a word is 
properly associated with its meaning. By means of the series method, words 
containing a common phonetic element are presented together in order that 
pupils may learn to spell several words in the time that they would ordinarily 
need to learn to spell one. 

The characteristic features of this speller may be set forth as follows : — 

1. Both meaning and form have been considered in the selection and 
arrangement of words for the lessons. 

2. The words that are presented together on account of their meaning 

tare taught in sentences. The sentences are to be transcribed by the pupils 
in school or at home. 

3. Graded lessons in capitalization, punctuation, grammatical forms, and 
tJ letter writing are given in connection with the spelling lessons. 

\ 4. Selections from literature to be memorized by the pupils are used as 

^ material for spelling lessons in such a way as not to mar the beauty of the 

I literature. 

J 5. The pupils are trained to form for themselves series of words containing 

'Ji a common phonetic element. 

rn 6. Words spelled by rule are so presented as to enable the pupils them- 

^ selves to discover and apply the rule. 
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4 PREFACE. 

7. Only one word of a set of homonyms is taught at one time. Homonyms 
are presented and reviewed in sentences, not as separate words. In no instance 
are two or more of a set of homonyms used in the same sentence. 

8. The pupils are provided with home work or desk work for each day's 
lesson. 

9. Not only does every fifth lesson consist entirely of a review of the four 
lessons immediately preceding it, but a part of each day's lesson is also a 
review. By means of this arrangement the most difficult words appear again 
and again. 

For the guidance of teachers the following plan of study is suggested : 
1. Pupils should read aloud with proper expression the sentence or sentences 
of the lesson. 2. Pupils should pronounce correctly the words at the head 
of the lesson. The teacher should call attention to whatever peculiarities 
there may be in the forms of these words. 3. Pupils should copy the sen- 
tences and the review words, following the directions given in the book. The 
teacher should supervise this written work of the pupils, whether it be done 
at home or at school, in order that the exercise in transcription may be in 
reality a study of spelling. 

An exercise in dictation should follow the study of the lesson. The 
teacher should dictate a sentence — never repeating — in parts appropriate 
to the age of the pupils. The pupils should not begin to write any part 
until the teacher has dictated all of this part. When this exercise involves 
a use of punctuation marks which the pupils have not yet studied, the teacher 
should tell the pupils, as they write, how to punctuate. The lists of review 
words may be spelled orally or written from dictation. 

The pupils should not attempt to write from memory a selection from 
literature until they have memorized the words perfectly. If they have 
failed to memorize the words they should write the selection from dictation.
